Tex., with a remarkable statement. 


Mr. Bost recently was 
obliged to 
make a trip to Texas with household 
goods belonging to his father, who was 
moving back from Covina to his old 
home. 
The young man conceived the 
idea of taking some oranges with him. 
The result was more than satisfactory, 
and this young man, who has made no 
particular study of orange marketing, 
is willing to say that one of the big­ 
gest bets the orange growers ever had 
put up to them is being passed up a s 
worthless,, namely the selling 
possi­ 
bilities in the small towns of the Pa­ 
cific coast states. 
"The 
people of 
Crowell, Tex., and other towns of UB 
kind, are all people of moderate means 
in a general sense," said Mr. Bost. 
"When oranges arrive in such places, 
if they arrive at all, they sell for live 
cents 
each, 
sometimes 
more. 
This 
makes it practically 
impossible for 
these people to buy oranges to any 
extent. As a rule, they never see any 
oranges a t all, as these small towns 
are not included in the selling idea of 
the orange marketing 
systems. 


"When I went onto the main street 
with a n old ice wagon filled with Co 
vlna oranges, and offered them for ?2 
a bushel, or $1 for a half-bushel, I had 
$14 in my pocket before I could meas 
ure out anything to my first custom­ 
er. I could have sold twenty 
times 
what I had with me. The oranges 
had brought with me were in the con 
dition just as they were picked, some 
of them somewhat dirty. I had pick­ 
ed, them with a few leaves attached, 
and in some cases, in bunches of 
threes and fours. 
They lpoked fresh 
and good to these home people of mine 
and they were fresh and good. 
They

population like-Crdwefl,; that 
wpiild 
gladly buy California 'o'rangeH if 'the 
prices were not prohibitive. 
An or­ 
ange grower could well afford to load 
a freight car and send a man with, it 
to these points. 
One car. would not 
sell in one small town, but with trans 
ferrlng privileges, a car could easily 
be sold In two or three towns, and ac 
cording to his figuring would net from 
$500 to ?600 profit to the grower, with 
out fuss and expense of packing, ic 
ing and t h e general work of mer 
chandislng. 


This simple exploit of the Covina 
employe is causing a good deal of com 
ment here locally. 
I t shows what has 
long been known or suspected, 
that 
profits are largely eaten up through 
the intricate 
methods of marketing, 
and that the small towns are being al­ 
most entirely overlooked on the Pa­ 
cific coast, a s well as, of course, in 
the eastern states. 


The citizens of Crowell urged Bost 
to return with a carload of oranges, 
and he says he Is going to do It. In 
the car with his oranges, Bost had a 
few palm branches a n d bunches of 
paim dates'. These 
created a good 
deal of interest, and were used to dec­ 
orate the local drug store.

HEN Chief Sebastian's tower­ 
ing police sergeant 
reached 
Eastlake Park last Saturday 
afternoon with a platoon of 
police, he sent a hurry call 
back to the police station: 


"This is no little 
show—the 
whole citrus belt is here with a 
thousand 
automobiles—what to 
do?" 
The surprise of the police sergeant 
is a good explanation of the manner 
in which the citrus ranchers of the 
San Gabriel valley 
took the City of 
Angels by storm a t the annual Or­ 
ange 
Day 
festivities. 
While 
there 
were not a thousand automobiles from 
the San Gabriel valley, there were in 
reality Just 483 of them, filled 
with 
oranges and with pretty girls, their 
mothers and fathers and neighbors. 
It was the biggest parade of orange 
ranchers that has ever»,been held in 
Los Angeles or elsewhere. 
The asso­ 
ciated chambers of Commerce of the 
San Gabriel valley engineered' the af­ 
fair from this end of the county, suc­ 
ceeding in getting a number of attrac-

REPORT SAYS THAT TOTAL SELLING COST WILL NOT 
EXCEED 3 PER CENT IN FUTURE 


The annual report of the management of the California Walnut 
Growers' Association is now in the hands of some of the growers in 
this vicinity, and is of more than usual interest because of the rapid 
growth of this industry in California, and because of the remarkable 
season that closed last fall. C. C. Teague of Santa Paula is president, 
and C. Thorpe is secretary and manager. This association is only sec­ 
ond in importance in California to that of the California Fruit Grow­ 
ers' Exchange, and is rapidly crowding that association for honors. 
In the Puente and Covina country, for instance, there are now 2200 
acres of walnut trees that have just come into bearing; 800 acres of 
young and non-bearing trees, and a large acreage now being planted 
out in the districts south and west of Covina. "When this acreage is 
in full bearing, the Puente Walnut Growers' Association will be oblig­ 
ed to operate the largest packing and cleaning house in California, 
which means the largest in the world. 


Extracts taken from the annual report that are of interest to the 
general ranching people of the valley are as follows:

Our sales this year were made in forty-three states, 
the average indiviSual order being only 126 bags, which alone proves 
that we have in one year greatly extended the market for California 
walnuts and now have a most complete and thorough distribution 
through all parts of this country. Our connections will be even more 
complete the coming season.

This is the lowest carryover the association has had at this time 
of year since its organization. 


< As you well know the prices established by our board of directors 
this year were the highest on record. At the time prices were named 
indications pointed to a'very limited importation of foreign walnuts. 
It soon became evident, after the shipping season commenced, that 
foreign nuts in quantity would be available in our markets around or 
shortly after Thanksgiving time and the prices quoted by our foreign 
competitors averaged but about half the prices we established. 
This 
statement is bourne put by the figures compiled by the United States 
Department of Commerce, which show imports of foreign unshelled 
•walnuts for the months of October, Novemb'er and December, 1914, 
to the amount of 16,288,284 pounds against importations for the same 
months of 1913 of 11,416,177 pounds, an increase for this year of over 
five million pounds. The financial conditions of this country last fall 
were not satisfactory. The consuming public, generally, developed a 
very conservative buying power, curtailing luxuries to a very great 
-extent. All of these conditions led to a hard selling campaign. The 
confirmations of our orders came in a fairly satisfactory manner. In 
fact, it developed that the association secured nearly all of the Cali­ 
fornia walnut orders placed by the buyers of this country. At first 
glance this condition seemed favorable to us, but the result was that 
.outside shippers being unable to secure satisfactory confirmations on 
their orders immediately proceeded to offer their walnuts at figures 
ranging from one to two cents a pound below the prices we had estab­ 
lished/*' /Also outside growers* being unable ^o sell at approximately 
association prices, and'not being inclined to hold their stock, freely 
•sold at prices from l i e to 14c a pound, the estimated average being 
between 12c and 12%c. The lower quotations of our competitors to 
the trade throughout the country caused considerable demoralization 
of the market, it being a well-known fact that buyers become scared 
and panicky on a weak market condition and curtail their buying. 
Notwithstanding the weakness which thus developed, the association 
succeeded in placing over 96 per cent of its holdings at the opening 
prices. The rigid adherance to the most careful grading methods, 
thereby establishing for our Diamond'Brand a reputation for the high­ 
est quality, created for our line a premium over many competitors' 
shipments and proved to be one of the important features which 
enabled us to sell our holdings so closely without reducing our price 


LAST YEAR BIGGEST IN HISTORY 


The total walnuts handled by the California Walnut Growers' 
Association this year was 10,290,378 pounds. Our total sales to date 
have amounted to $1,709,871.72; estimated value of stock on hand 
being $62,839.90, which will make our total sales when the season is 
•closed, $1,772,711.62. This is the largest amount handled in any on 
year by the California Walnut Growers' Association.

In addition to the regular standard packed goods shipped by the 
association this season, we placed on the market approximately 210,- 
€00 four-pound packages of Diamond Brand walnuts. 
These we in­ 
troduced with the idea of inducing the consumer to purchase walnuts 
in larger quantities, thus increasing consumption of our product and 
also in an endeavor to start a habit on the part of the consumer of 
requesting a definite brand of walnuts when purchasing. Our inves­ 
tigations have shown that the average consumer docs not know that 
walnuts are grown to any considerable extent in California. 


LOCAL ASSOCIATIONS SHOULD PRINT REPORTS 


I desire at this time to make certain recommendations regarding 
our grading for future seasons. It seems that the new steel graders 
which we installed this season do not grade out the small or No. 2 
walnuts as closely as did the old wire mesh graders. 
There is no 
question about this. The appearance of our No. 1 grade with so many 
small nuts remaining in it, is not attractive. It is my opinion that we 
should slightly enlarge the openings in these st<*el graders so as to 
bring our No. 1 grade up to a more uniform appearance, eliminating 
so many small nuts. Our doing this would of course improve the 
appearance of both the No. 1 and No, 2 grade arid make both more 
readily saleable. Tt is also my opinion that, the Jumbo screen should 
be enlarged HO as to remove not over 3'/j per cent of the larger nuts. 


The advisability of the California Walnut Growers' Association 
leasing warehouse space conveniently located in this city wherein a 
plant for the cracking of cull walnuts could be installed and for the 
Avarehousing and consolidating of other stocks of nuts and supplies 
and of removing the general offices of the association to such a plant, 
has been under consideration by your management. If a convenient 
location can be obtained without perceptible increase in expense, I 
think that the plan should be adopted as the shelled walnut business

When something really worth while in the boosting line comes 
along, it grows spontaneously. 
I t isn't hard to make it go, if it has 
merit. 
Many boosting ideas fail and when you analyze them, you will 
find them worthless. Jn the baek of the head the general public keeps 
a fairly good idea of things that are going on. 


" O r a n g e D a y " last Saturday was a big success, because it appealed 
to the public. 
It appealed to the strangers here; it appealed to the 
rancher who had an opportunity to decorate his automobile and take 
his family among the cheering thousands on Broadway. 


Oranges are aesthetic; they are beautiful and distinctive. 
The 
eye is caught by color, and the fact that the growth of this fruit is 
restricted to two small areas in the United States makes the orange 
something different from edibles of higher utility. 
No group of men 
could successfully make a pageant out of potatoes. 
A greater boon 
to mankind has never been given than potatoes, but they do not appeal 
to the eye, nor to anything save hunger. 


But oranges, the orange grower, the grower's wife and his bloom­ 
ing daughters, the sprays of orange blossoms and the golden fruit— 
all are of interest to the people of the East. 
The fruit typifies the 
golden glamour of the warm western coast. 
The orange is symbolic 
of California. 


Now it is proposed by F. E. Batturs of the Southern Pacific that 
an orange pageant be arranged to be held in the principal cities of the 
United States—a moveable pageant, that can be entrained and taken 
from city to city, advertising the fact that this golden fruit is on the 
market. 
The Argus believes t h a t this is the biggest idea that has yet 
grown out of " O r a n g e D a y . " I t is fine to entertain tourists with or­ 
ange festivals, and they will write back to the East of the affair, ad­ 
vertising the industry in a practical way, but how much more real 
advertisement would obtain from such pageants in the East is easily 
imagined. 


I t has been said that various products of the soil will eventually be 
exploited in this manner until the idea will be destroyed by too much 
competition. 
"We do not believe t h a t this is true. 
Raisins may be ad­ 
vertised to a certain extent in this fashion; olives may come in for a 
small share. 
Other products may have staged for them a carnival 
day. 
B u t none of them will carry the aestheticism, the beauty, the 
romantic appeal, the symbolism that will forever surround the orange. 
F r a n k l y we believe that if the orange was repulsive in exterior and 
was dug out of the ground instead of growing among blossom scents 
and emerald leaves—though it retained its pleasant flavor, it would 
command but little attention, and the industry would be one of the 
smallest in the state. 
Seventy-five per cent of the prestige of the or­ 
ange, cprncs from its golden, dolor, its symmetry, its bouquet of indefin­ 
able delight from" the outer peel, and from its home in a semi-tropic 
land of incomparable weather — California, the playground of the 
world. 


Thanks are certainly due to the Hearst newspapers for their un­ 
bounded enthusiasm concerning this festival, which created an interest 
throughout the United States. The Los Angeles Examiner, a Hearst 
newspaper, is responsible for the inception of Orange Day. The Hearst 
papers will boost the idea another year, and who shall say but that we 
will create a thrill of interest in every big city in the East,

City Attorney Pence . Authorized to 
Draw 
New Tax 
Ordinance 
Which 
Divides 
Tax-paying 
Time, and 
Brings Delinquency at Same Time 
at County 


,City Attorney Andrew M. Pence was 
authorized by the board of trustees 
of the city of Covina at the meeting 
Tuesday evening to draw a new iordi- 
nance, which has a number of radical 
changes. 
* 


Hitherto the taxes have become de­ 
linquent on the last Monday in No­ 
vember, the taxes of the city 
being 
paid in one 
installment. T h e new 
ordinance will change this method to 
that of two installments. 
This will 
make it somewhat easier for taxpay­ 
ers to meet this obligation as only 50 
per cent of the amount will be due in 
November ana the other 50 per cent 
in April. 
> The ordinance also 
provides 
that 
the taxes shall become delinquent at 
the' 
same time that county taxes are 
delinquent. 
City Attorney Pence be­ 
lieves that this will be a change that 
will meet with the, approval of the 
people. It is in effect in Itaany other 
cities. 


While the city this year will 
not 
show a deficit at the end of the year, 
the city attorney Bays that the im­ 
provement of the Bewer farm in West 
Covina by the planting of walnut trees 
and other improvements, will cut into 
the funds to a considerable 
extent. 
The establishment of a new and mod­ 
ern fire apparatus for the city has en- 
tained a number of additional expens­ 
es, 
Including that of a* salaried fireman 
al^the station. 
The city will not have 
a^ great deal of spending money at the 
end of the year, but by careful figur­ 
ing will be able to keep its credit 
good.

Without exception the topics for dis­ 
cussion at the School Afternoons have 
always proven both practical and in­ 
teresting, developing helpful questions 
and answers. 
But to many of those 
present Thursday afternoon, the sub­ 
ject of tb^e financial training of chil­ 
dren was one of the most interesting 
ever considered. 
Mr. Iiwin Shupp, >h\, 
was the speaker of the afternoon and 
his talk -was an unusually happy com­ 
bination of practical common 
sense, 
sound, up-todate reasoning and 
tact­ 
ful suggestion, 
with a n occasional 
flash of humor. 
After speaking of the 
reasons why real and definite 
finan­ 
cial training was needed, Mr. Shupp 
explained various methods by which 
a real valuation of money can be gain­ 
ed in earlier years, a happy medium 
being always maintained between the 
two extremes of the spendthrift and 
the miser. 
The regular, definite al­ 
lowance from earliest years -to, pro­ 
vide for spending, giving and, saving 
was. 
deemed wise, rather . t h a i 
hap­ 
hazard, irregular 
and 
indiscriminate 
giving of money. 
For the child's own 
spending, he should be early taught 
the difference between the wants and 
needs, and 
that he maj^ appreciate 
the value of money, he should learn 
through extra work, usually about the 
home or place, some of His little in­ 
come. 


The habit of saving, regularly and 
definitely, should be established in 
childhood, not so much just to save, 
as to develop thrift. 
Beginning with 
the toy savings bank, following with 
the larger, locked 
deposit bank 
fre­ 
quently given by banking houses, and 
then placing a real deposit In a bank 
is the usual rule. 
In connection with 
this Mr. Shupp stated 
that h e had 
been told that over 100 children un­ 
der eight bad savings accounts with 
the First National bank here. 


So general was the interest aroused 
by. the talk that a number of sugges­ 
tions, experiences and questions fol­ 
lowed, any one of which might well 
be given an afternoon's consideration. 
The allowing of children t o charge 
candy and eatables to the family ac­ 
count, carrying 
comparatively 
large 
amounts of money to school, spending 
lunch money for candy, paying for all 
workT done about the home, whether 
strict accounts should be Insisted upon 
and how many of the little necessary 
'articles of use should be purchased 
by the child's own money, were some 
of the questions brought out by the 
valuable talk. I t is probable that the 
subject will be still further discussed 
at some future meeting.

for a permit to use a part of the 
waters, of the San Gabriel river 
for 
fishajhatchery 
purposes. 
Mr. Taylor, 
wltjj associates of Monrovia, expects 
to establish what is known as a com­ 
mercial 
fish 
hatchery in Brown'B 
Gulch above the O'Melyeny place in 
the canyon. 
' 


The plans for the hatchery call for 
twenty concrete pools to be built this 
season, ten feet wide and fifty 
feet 
long. 
In these pools will be hatched 
the first fish and more pools will be 
added from time to time to care for 
the hatch, until at the end of three 
yearB about eighty pools will be In 
use. 
Work on the pools 
will be 
started this summer and they will bo 
ready for use by the first of August- 
Permits have been received from the 
Forestry Department of the 
govern­ 
ment nnd likewise from the Commit­ 
tee of Nine. 


No fish will be sold until throe years 
have elapsed and by that time the pro­ 
moters claim they will be raising a 
thousand pounds of trout a month for 
the market. 
The plant will be the 
means of bringing several families to 
Azusa, and give employment to sev­ 
eral men. A house will be built a t 
the hatchery and one man will live 
there. 
Mr. Taylor, who has an elec­ 
trical business In Monrovia, oxpectB 
to dispose of those interests and make 
his home in Azusa. 


At the present time there aro but 
two other such hatcheries in the Unit­ 
ed States and this one in the San Gab­ 
riel canyon will bo of much Interest 
to the west.—Azusa

EDUCATION OF CONSUMERS RESTORES MUCH 


BUSINESS TO REGULAR CHANNELS OF TRADE 


(By David Powell—Copyright 1915) 


There Is perhaps no section of the 
country In which the exclusive mall- 
order houses of the eastern 
cities 
have enjoyed 
greater patronage than 
In the four or five states immediately 
tributary to the city of Chicago. In 
fact for many years the habit of mall- 
order buying was so firmly established 
throughout that region that the trade 
of hundreds of dealers in the smaller 
cities dwindled to practically nothing 
and scores of once prosperous towns 
became wrapped in a death-like stupor 
of commercial coma. 


With 
that 
knowledge in mind it 
seems almost like an act of retributive 
justice 
that In that 
same 
district 
should a'so occur the 
firse decisive 
defeat of such concerns in the keen 
struggle for 
commercial 
supremacy 
that has been so marked during the 
past decade. 
Yet that such Is the 
case Is proved by the many success­ 
ful 
Buy-at-Homo 
campaigns 
which 
have been conducted there during the 
past few years. 


Reports of such successes 
having 
reached me from, many sources, and 
believing the subject to be one of 
general public Interest, I resolved on 
a trip through the affected country to 
learn as to actual conditions, 
both 
past and present, and to find out by 
first hand 
evidence what 
particular 
kind of medicine and what si/.ed doses 
had been used in effecting a "cure." 
A'.er getting on the ground and siz­ 
ing up tho job I had undertaken it 
became clearly evident that the first 
thing most essential to be to deter­ 
mine was the primary cause leading 
up to the rapid development of the 
business and to find 
out why the 
practice of mall-order buying should 
have been so universally adopted by 
the people in such a short time. I 
reasoned there must have been some 
•vital factor accountable for It. And 
there was. It was not due, as many 
suppose and the 
mall-order houses 
would have us believe, to the fact that 
they can buy and sell cheaper than 
other merchants, but to certain con­ 
ditions that existed in the retail trade 
at the time 6f which I write which 
were the direct result of 
the 
slip­ 
shod and easy-going business methods 
in vogue prior to the 
commercial 
revolution that followed the introduc­ 
tion of cheaper and quicker means of 
communication 
and 
transportation 
some twenty or twenty-flve years ago. 


Those methods had been peculiarly 
favorable to the growth of a largo 
class of merchants—moro fittingly de­ 
scribed as "storekeepers" — who 
wore not business men in any sense 
of tho word and who followed along 
in -the same old rut year in and year 
out, religiously adhering to the good 
old system of "taking all tho trnfllc 
will bear." 
As the new order 
was 
ushered In and the people 
became 
more and more awakened as to what 
they were entitled In the way of qual­ 
ity and service, they still refused to 
admit there was any cause or reason 
why they should abandon the methods 
thoy nnd their commercial 
ancestors 
had followed so long and persisted in 
their accustomed habits of pernicious 
merchandising. 
This kind of treat­ 
ment ut t.ho hands of tho "store­ 
keepers" quito naturally developed a 
spirit of 
bitter 
resentment In the 
minds of tho peoplo and created tho 
condition of which I spoke as exist­ 
ing whon tho mail-order houses intro­ 
duced their novel and fascinating sys­ 
tem of buying by catalogue. 


Conditions were rlpo for the Inno­ 
vation and the people flocked by the 
thousands to the banner of this new 
defender of their purse strlngB whose 
every promise glittered with the lure 
of golden relief. 
Mailorder 
bu,"'ng 
became the "lad" of the day followed 
by rich and poor alike with novor a 
thought of the desolate trail of com­ 
munity disaster It was destinod to 
leave In Its wake. 
It spread like a 
disease, llko a plague. 
As 
staring 
skulls and bleaching bones mark the 
curse of the dreaded 
plague so do 
hundreds of dying towns 
mark 
the 
course of the mail-order craze through­ 
out the Middle West. 
They 
present 
to the eye a silent, grim array of 
empty store buildings and deserted 
streets that give muto witness to tho 
folly of their citlzenB and serve as 
fitting monuments to burled hopes of 
civic groiitness. 


During the first few years following 
their entry into the field, whl'e tho re­ 
tail trade of tho country was experi­ 
encing u commercial evolution, so to 
speak, 
the mail-order 
houses . hud 
thliiKH 
pretty 
much 
their own way. 
They grew by leaps and hounds and 
it was but a few years until 
their 
trade extended from 
ioa.-d to coist.i 
The years, however, that 
witnessed 
their greatest growth also 
witnessed 
the gradual 
death of their 
best 
friend—the "storekeeper." 
Ho is al­ 
most extinct, although a few of his 
klud yet survive to servo as thorns 


In the side of the reputable merchant 
and make difficult the task of remov­ 
ing the barrier of distrust built in the 
mind of the consumer by his 
fore­ 
bears and which is ever most zealous­ 
ly fostered 
by the catalogue houses. 
You may nave one or two such in 
your own town. 


As new blood entered 
the 
retail 
trade and* as new Ideas gained foot­ 
hold and new methods were adopted, 
many schemes and plans were tried 
and discarded by the merchants In an 
effort to regain the lost business that 
they felt rightfully belonged .to them. 
It was not, however, until the fact 
became apparent that only by educat­ 
ing the people to see for themselves 
the real truth about mail-order com­ 
petition that they met with any suc­ 
cess. But wherever that fact has been 
realized 
and 
there 
has 
been a 
bunch 
of 
live-wire, 
progressive 
merchants to preach and practice the 
doctrine of "service" 
and 
"quality," 
and to educate their people to the 
dollar and cents wisdom of compara­ 
tive investigation, the mail-order fad 
is on the wane and commercial pros­ 
perity again assured. 


The towns where this has been ac­ 
complished enjoy no exceptional ad­ 
vantages and 
their 
merchants 
are 
subject to the same general conditions 
prevailing elsewhere in tho country. 
1 mention this to show 
that 
any 
merchant of that class, the up-to-date 
kind whose watchword is "efficiency," 
no matter where he may be located 
can, with very few exceptions, meet 
mail-order competition of any kind If 
the people of his community will but 
give him the opportunity. 


Just to demonstrate that a careful 
system of comparative 
Investigation 
conducted by anyone, anywhere, will 
prove thlB statement, I am going to 
give you the details of such an In­ 
vestigation 
carried 
out on a large 
scale by tho citizens of a town of 
about 6000 inhabitants, located In cen­ 
tral Illinois. 
Although many methods 
founded on the 
same 
fundamental 
principle have 
been 
used 
In other 
places to accomplish the same re­ 
sult. I think this one was the most 
expensive In dollars and effort. 


Crops had been 
good and 
prices 
high jjpr two or three years and ,the 
farmers who had humbly begged ac­ 
commodations in the way of credit, 
and in many cases, cash, during the 
preceding 
hard 
times, 
now 
found 
themselves out of debt with an abun­ 
dant supply of ready money they were 
dying to spend. 
The big mall-order 
concerns who keep watchful eyes on 
every little nook and cranny of the 
country, and are always the first to 
take 
advantage of favorable 
trade 
conditions, lost .no time in getting 
their well oiled machinery In motion. 
Soon after the first good crop had 
been harvested and sold, they began 
their campaign of catalogue advertis­ 
ing and every mall brought hundreds 
of appeals to the citizens of the town 
and country to: "Cut out the middle­ 
man." "Save money." 
"Buy 
direct 
from tho factory," and countless other 
phraBes of a similar nature. It "took," 
and took good. 
Tho seductive 
influ- 
onco of the beautiful Illustrations, and 
tho well chosen words of the silent 
salesman soon had the merchants of 
the town at their wits end as how to 
combat this Insidious Influence 
that 
seemed each day to be gaining a Arm­ 
or hold on tho purse-strings of their 
former patrons.
